The German Elections. 


The provisional results of the German 
elections. are disappointing. They show 
that, while the extremists on both wings 
have lost a certain amount of ground, there 
has been no substantial change in the 


difficulty of forming a stable~Government 
in Germany is likely to be as great now as 
at any time since the war. Nineteen parties 
in all sought the suffrages of Germany’s 
38,000,000 voters; but in spite of this con- 
fusion of candidates the issue was per- 
fectly clear. The electorate was given the 
choice between the Republic and ‘the 


| restoration of the Monarchy in one form 


or another. Its decision has been any- 
thing but definite. Four hundred and 
eighty-five seats have been allotted, and on 
this great turnover fewer than sixty have 
changed their allegiance. The Social 
Democrats have gained thirty seats, while 
the Centre, the People’s Party, the Demo- 
crats and the Bavarians between them have 
gained another thirty. The Communists. 
on the other hand, have lost twenty, and the 
extreme Nationalist group eighteen seats 
In effect, however, the moderate 
Nationalist element in the Reichstag ro- 
mains unchanged.

Quite elaborate precautions are being 
taken to ensure the safety of the King 
and Queen and other prominent per- 
sonages taking part in to-morrow’s 
ceremonial at Westminster.

A story 
was circulated to-day to the effect thai 
sharp-shooters were to be placed at the 
windows of the Government offices, with 
orders to fire if anything — suspicious 
occurred. This foolish story was contra- 
dicted without delay. 


The Budget. 


The Chancellor of the Exchequer will 
be the butt of many interests before hs 
is able to bring in his Budget. It is ex- 
pected that between now and April he 
will be invited to receive numberless 
deputations, all with grievances concern- 
ing taxation, and requesting or demanding 
an amelioration of their hard lot. Tha 
objectors to the entertainments tax ars 
the first in the field, and propaganda work 
has already begun. A meeting is to be 
held at the House of Commons this week 
of all the members committed by their 
public statements to support the repeal 
of the tax. It is probable that the Chan- 
cellor will require strong evidence as fo 
the injustice of the tax before he consents 
to do more than Mr. Snowden did last 
year. At present it is recognised that in 
many directions the reduction made then 
has meant no saving to the public, but a 
gain to the proprietors. 


The Greek Loan. 

The success attending the flotation ol 
the Greek Loan this morning was re- 
markable; for it is estimated thai the 
amount.was applied for twenty times over. 
During the week-end there was a perfect 
deluge of applications by post, and the 
bankers had to make elaborate arrange 
ments to deal with the situation. A large 
staff of clerks was busily engaged all 
Saturday in dealing with. and classifying 
the applications, and the same thing had to 
be done on Sunday. This morning. there 
was another avalanche of letters, while 
crowds of people eager to make personal 
application for shares thronged outside 
the bank and its branches. The doors 
were opened at ten and closed at one 
minute past. All this goes to show that 
there is plenty of capital about awaiting 
a chance of profitable investment. 


The “ Mr. A. Case. 

No further development in the Mr. A.“ 
case seems likely just yet; for nothing 
further can be done until Captain Arthur 
arrives in London in charge of the police 
on an extradition warrant, and that date 
the London police would be delighted te 
know. The detectives who went over fo 
Paris with the idea of bringing back 
Captain Arthur have returned, reporting 
that they found the police there indis- 
posed to part with him, though he has 
repeatedly expressed a desire to waive any 
extradition proceedings. It is understood 
that the French police are anxious to 
examine most carefully all the papers re 
rarding the case, and, since the London 
detectives did not carry copies with them, 
they decided that Captain Arthur could 
not be allowed to leave France. The Paris 
police have made it clear that they expect 
to see all the papers and documents used 
in the case before an extradition warrant 
will be granted. 


The Hull Murder. 

It seems incredible that a great city 
should go into acute hysteria because a 
self-confessed murderer, who slew his 
victim in the presence of her three young 
children, is not to be reprieved. Let this 
afternoon we had the assurance of 
Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy that 
the position was serious in Hull uss 
a murderer is to be hanged to-morrow.

The, duties on wine were doubled in 
the British Budget ‘of 1920, the rate on 
still wines of a strength not exceeding 
30 degrees of proof spirit being raised 
from 18. 3d. to 28. 6d. per gallon and that 
on still wines not exceeding 42 degrees 
from 3s. to 6s. per gallon. | 

So far as sparkling wines were con- 
cerned, a very heavy rate of duty was 
imposed—viz., 334 per cent. dd valorem, 
but this had such a crushing effect on 
the demand that it had to be withdrawn 
in the next Budget. The experience of 
this sparkling wine duty and of the cigar 
duty, which followed a similar course, 
showed, Messrs. Gilbey contend, that ex- 
cessive taxation of a luxury article defeats 
its own object as a producer of revenue. 
The Government reduced the duty on 
sparkling wine in the 1921 Budget to 158. 
per gallon (28. 6d. per bottle), since when 
the trade in this class of wine has re 
covered. 

When the still wine duties were doubled 
a preferential rate was granted to Empire- 
grown wines, which had the effect of 
popularising and increasing their con- 
samption, and the decisions of the 
Colonial Conference of 1923 in regard to 


still further preferences on wines from 


within the Empire, which were put aside 
by the Socialist Government, will now 
presumably be adopted. i 

A YEAR’S REPORTS. © 


This year France suffered from the same 
unseasonable weather as England, and the 
Medoc is the only district which can boast
